To Whom it may concern, 

On Wednesday, May 1st, after breaking local business windows throughout my neighborhood, 
dozens of anarchist agitators descended upon my business, the Raygun Lounge's ( 
qammarayqamestore.com ) building at 501 E Pine. They proceeded to kick my customers out of our 
bathroom, turn it into a pepper spray wash basin, and rotate back out on to the sidewalk to yell at the 
police, the neighbors and my customers, blocking the entrance to my business and creating a very 
threatening atmosphere for myself, my staff and my customers. 

When I attempted to stop them myself, I was confronted by one of the anarchist collective owners of 
my neighboring business Black Coffee ( h^JJM§iC} ^g^eeoop p. com/ ) and aggressively informed that, 
"this is happening and there's noaftetrmnthing you can do about it." 

When I called 911 to get help, I was toid by the operator that, "unless they're breaking something," 
the police were too busy and wouldn't come. Completely abandoned by the city and law enforcement, 
I locked my business down with employees and customers inside and guarded the gate myself . As a 
41 year old small business owner and father of two who needed to get up early the next morning to 
help my disabled son get on the bus, I found the idea of me having to physically guard my business 
without any police support whatsoever completely outrageous. 

When my hostess attempted to use our bathroom she was surrounded by angry men and returned 
quickly, crying with shaking hands and apologized to myself and my customers that she had PTSD 
and being suddenly surrounded in the bathroom like that reminded her of being assaulted at the 
Occupy Seattle camp a year before. 




chamber 
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At this point, I gave in and shut down my business early on what had been a busy night at yet another 
loss to myself and my business as the result of activities going on in and around Black Coffee and 
escorted everyone out through the angry crowd. As we were leaving, the Black Coffee staff were 
setting up amplified PA equipment and, according to police who rode by several times later that 
evening without bothering to stop them, they had a completely undisturbed victory party until 3am. 

To say that I am disappointed and furious at our local police, government and chamber of commerce 
for completely failing to in any way monitor or deter the local epicenter of anarchist organization for 
the city of Seattle on the very night that they had publicly announced that they were going to wreck 
the city and hold a victory party is an understatement of the highest order. But I am not surprised, 
because events like the one I described above happen all the time to the residents of Pine near 
Summit now and despite our constant reporting of them, we are getting no protection, support or 
acknowledgement from the police, the city or our local chamber for what we're facing. 

For the past 6 months, since they opened a "book store" (which has never sold or even housed a 
book) in a space zoned non-food retail, the members of Occupy Seattle's coffee shop have set up an 
18 hour/day, 7 day/week agitation operation. We've had the bathroom that our lease forces us to 
share with them completely covered in angry anti-establishment graffiti (pics of which are available 
and were sent to the landlord and police months ago) and repainted twice, they've hosted numerous 
live all-ages punk rock and hip hop shows that draw massive crowds well beyond any fire codes and 
generate noise levels way beyond any legal limits, they've set up an all ages bar and served the 
cheapest beer in the neighborhood to the local homeless population, they've provided shelter to 
numerous criminals (police are afraid to enter Black Coffee and the local criminals know this and dart 
in and out to break off pursuits), our building has been broken into once and had nearly every 
business in it burgled, every gate and door have been tampered with and/or broken, the elevators 
have all had to be locked down limiting the upper floors access to prevent Black Coffee's guests from 
regularly peeing in them because they can't gain regular access to our shared first floor bathroom 
because it is often engaged for long periods by underage drug users to get high, change clothes and 
occasionally have sex in. 

All of this and more has been reported to our landlord and Community Police Team. Though they 
both assure me that action is being taken on all fronts to resolve the situation, May Day's complete 
takeover of the building makes it clear that they are failing and that we have a very dangerous, well 
documented and highly public community safety failure on our hands. 

As recent comments from the CHS Biog's coverage of the May Day events reveal, everyone in the 
neighborhood knows what is going on and is going to become increasingly vocal about it until 
something is done;

The people who run the Co-op seem like very nice people, and they certainly mean well, but I am 
sure I am not the only who has been harassed by their customers on the street or had to listen to the 
shouting matches from the clientele that goes there. I want these people to do well, but yes, they are 
definitely doing a lot to harm the neighborhood. I also live on the block and now have to cross the 
street instead of walking in front of the place because of the people camped out front half the time. 
Inside there are sometimes threatening shouting matches but the proprietors don't call the cops 
because they say their clients have enough trouble or it wouldn't be a nice thing to do. 
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I'm another long-time resident of the Black Coffee block, and I wholeheartedly agree with Frustrated 
and others above. The block dramatically changed when Black Coffee moved in. I also believe it's 
actively hurting nearby businesses (Raygun in particular) through continued harassment of people on 
the street by the crowd of regulars that now Occupies The Sidewalk. I have no problem with their 
cause.

To Rachel, who says that places like Black Coffee exist for people to be shouting inside them and 
creating disruption-yes, they exist for discussion, and I do believe discussion and community happen 
there-no, they should not exist for people to go into and threaten other people, telling them they will 
"cut them" if the go out onto the sidewalk. That's a criminal threat, and if those kind of patrons are not 
stopped soon only hooligans will go there.

Is anybody concerned that some of the people that perpetuated this violence took refuge at Black 
Coffee Co-op? Are we concerned that a "local" business is harboring these people? What about the 
owner of the building, Ron Amundson? Does he support anarchist street violence? He allowed 
anarchists to create a shelter in his building, so it makes me wonder. 

I don't know if anyone is still following this, but I live near there and am very concerned about any role 
they may have played and their role in bringing more trouble to the neighborhood just in general. I am 
investigating what can be done about businesses that are not good neighbors and may write letters to 
their landlord or take other actions like that. I hope I am not alone, but I am also hesitant because a 
certain percentage of the people that support that cause and/or go there are part of a criminal 
element (and for people who want to start namecalling me-breaking windows is a criminal action, as 
is throwing things at cops, as is selling drugs on the street-which I have seen some of their patrons 
doing) and so I don't want to be targeted. I think concerned people should do something to address 
this — and if the owners (or whatever they want to call themselves) of Black Coffee want to address 
the problem themselves, so much the better. I have no problem with people having different 
viewpoints. I just don't want it bringing down my neighborhood. 

You certainly are not alone. Those of us that live in the vicinity of Black Coffee do know that they, and 
especially many of their clientele, are not good neighbors. As a property owner & neighborhood 
resident, I'm well aware that crime, drugs, and graffiti are on the uptick since Travelers moved out 
and BC moved in. I appreciate the SPD for keeping an eye on this place and have also contacted the 
building owner. 

I and the rest of the immediate neighborhood surrounding Pine and Summit have been incredibly 
patient with the city's organizational failure to recognize and address the numerous threats emanating 
from the Black Coffee Co-op but after 6 months of inaction and the explosion of aggression and 
violence that occurred last week, our patience is nearing an end. 

Thank you for taking the time to hear our concerns. Please help us in any way that you can as the 
situation will only continue to worsen if you do not.

It saddens me that after breaking windows all along Pike and Pine,, the perpetrators were able 
to throw themselves a publicly pre-announced victory party at Black Coffee without any police 
interference whatsoever. 

(Black Coffee wanted everybody to know the shop will be closed so the co-op J s members can 
celebrate the important day and are holding the 9 PM event as a private gathering. 

Announced at 2:30 in the afternoon: http://www.capitolhillseattle.com/2013/04/seattle-police- 
prepared -for- may -day- 2013 -protest-on- capitol- hill/) 
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For that party., dozens and dozens of agitators came into the building at 8pm and kicked all 
of my patrons out of the bathroom for the rest of the evening so they could wash pepper spray 
off of themselves onto the floor before going out on the sidewalk and yelling loudly at the 
police. I had to lock my customers in and watch as my hostess wept and trembled in front of 
us as she apologized that she had PTSD and seeing the anarchists bar us in reminded her of a 
time the she was assaulted at Occupy. 

Then the anarchists set up their PA system and threw a "fuck the police" concert. When we and 
other neighbors called 911 for helpj we were told that "unless something is being brokenj 
there's nothing we can do tonight." 

Chris j if the police won't come., even when people whew threw rocks at them all day are 
scaring everyone in the neighborhood, what the hell are we supposed to do? 

I went into this business with a good plan, a clear market and a solid cash flow. Now I'm now 
making plans to shut doors. I'm meeting with my attorneys tomorrow to look at what I have to 
do to legally leave my lease. I estimate that I currently have three months left before the 
anarchist take over of 561 Pine breaks my family's financial back and forces us out. 

And it is a take over, as these comments from the above-cited article make clear: 

The people who run the Co-op seem like very nice people, and they certainly mean well, but I 
am sure I am not the only who has been harassed by their customers on the street or had to 
listen to the shouting matches from the clientele that goes there. I want these people to do 
well, but yes, they are definitely doing a lot to harm the neighborhood. I also live on the 
block and now have to cross the street instead of walking in front of the place because of 
the people camped out front half the time. Inside there are sometimes threatening shouting 
matches but the proprietors don't call the cops because they say their clients have enough 
trouble or it wouldn't be a nice thing to do. 



I J m another long-time resident of the Black Coffee block, and I wholeheartedly agree with 
Frustrated and others above. The block dramatically changed when Black Coffee moved in. I 
also believe it J s actively hurting nearby businesses (Raygun in particular) through continued 
harassment of people on the street by the crowd of regulars that now Occupies The Sidewalk. I 
have no problem with their cause. But the way they operate Black Coffee is only doing harm to 
their image and causej instead of being the friendly, open environment it could be, they've 
created something divisive and disruptive.

Every month I continue to pay Ron rent and the city taxes (a LOT of city taxes) and both of 
you are just watching me and my neighbors go down right now. I realize that the SPD is 
concerned about being responsible for it's practices and image and I respect you all for it, 
I do, but I'm going to lose my business if someone doesn't get me some help soon. 

Do you have any good news for me? Any at all? Seriously. Because these guys are brazen now 
and last night you guys showed them just how much they can get away with and they're not the 
kind of people to step back from that and I'm right in their line of fire without 911 
support. And they know it.
